Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The present invention is directed to an electroacoustic transducer. All cited of prior art 
teach similar structured electroacoustic transducer, comprising: a frame; a diaphragm; and a 
protector, but none of them teaches that the electroacoustic transducer further comprising: slits 
axiallv formed in a peripheral projection of the frame; grooves radially formed in an annular 
shoulder of the frame, each of the grooves being communicated with a corresponding slit; an 
annular plate secured to the shoulder to form a sound discharge hole in each groove, thereby 
communicating a back chamber under the diaphragm with the atmosphere; projected part 
outwardly projected from a peripheral edge of either the diaphragm or the annular plate; an 
adhesive adhered to a peripheral edge of the protector and to an upper surface of the projected 
part as claimed. Those distinct features have been included to the sole independent claim and 
render the application to be allowable.
